The Oilseed, Peanut, and 
Sugar Crops Research Advis- 
ory Committee is holding An-

This Committee, which is 
made up of two or three men 
from each industry segment, 
meets once a year to develop 
recommendations to the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture on the re- 
search needs of those crops re- 
presented on the Committee. 
1 he Secretary uses their report 
(о substantiate requests for ap- 
propriations for funds to be 
used for research. Last year 
the Committee recommended 
an increase of $220,000 іп 
funds for the Sugar Cane 
Experiment Station at Canal 
Point and this request was lat- 
er approved and has been 
granted. 

On Tuesday, the group ob- 
served the U. S. Sugar Corpor- 
ation and Thomson-Duncan re- 
cumbent cane harvesters at 
Benhow Plantation in Clewis- 
ton and the J & L Blue Bird 
erect cane harvester at Shaw- 
nee Farms. They also visited 
the Sugarcane Harvesting La- 
boratory in Belle Glade and 
the U. S. Sugarcane Field Sta- 
tion in Canal Point.

The Big B Ranch hosted the 
officers and directors of the 
Santa Gertrudis Breeders In- 
ternational (SGBI) this week- 
end. 

The Ranch held a barbecue 
at the Marina Saturday night 
attended by over four hundred 
persons. 

Sunday morning the SGBI 
officials and other guests from 
the area toured the ranch in 
two chartered buses. 

The 32,000 acre main ranch 
now has over 12,000 cattle 
and has planned a herd aver- 
aging óne cow per acre. The 
herd, when developed, will all 
be Santa Gertrudis. The Big 
B Ranch here is a joint ven- 
ture of King Ranch and Os- 
ceola Operating Corporation. 

Alvaro Sanchez, Jr, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Big B 
Ranch, began ranch operation 
just two years ago with the 
first cattle being brought to 
the Ranch in late March, 1965 
In another two years the herd 
is expected to reach at least 
30,000 cattle.

Conceivably the day may be ap 
proaching when it may be good 
politics, as well as a national 
ity, to bring federal income and 
outgo into balance. A late Opinion 
Research Corporation survey show 
that 71 per cent of the people ap- 
proved a cut in federal spending 
as an alternative to a further tax 
increase to help control inflation. 

The big question now is will 
spending cuts be looked upon with 
favor when they begin to pinch, 
or will it be the old story all over 
again of being in favor of govern- 
ment economy so long as it is your 
next door neighbor who is making 
the sacrifices? Congressmen try- 
ing to keep their constituents hap- 
py are pouring billions of dollars 
down the drain of countless fed- 
eral projects and programs. This, 
not the war in Viet Nam, is slow- 
ly bankrupting the country. The 
war in Viet Nam has come on top 
of a trend that already existed, a 
trend to-ward fiscal insolvency. If 
the people mean what the Opinion 
Research poll indicates, there may 
be some hope of bringing federal 
spending under control. It would 
not take too much effort nor too 
much sacrifice, 

The tremendous productivity 
of our industries and our people 
can guarantee the financial inte- 
grity of the nation if given half a 
chance. Perhaps the polls and re- 
cent elections indicate that we are 
asking for that chance — before 
it is too late.

In. cooperation with a United 
Nations Security Council decision 
to impose economic sanctions on 12 
key Rhodesian exports, the U. S. 
is banning тоге ћап 80 per cent 
of American impor from that 
country. Rhodesia is not an enemy 
of the United States. North Viet 
Nam is, but we have not demand- 
ed that our allies among the West- 
ern nations, England included, stop 
trading with her even while that 
nation is engaged in killing as many 
American servicemen as ble. 
There may be good reasons for this 
topsy-turvy dealing, but they are 
impossible for most of us to under- 
stand.—Industrial News Review.

The Farm Front

Florida's fledgling quarter 
horse breeding industry has tak 
en another step toward па- 
tional prominence. 

This step was made possible 
by Go Dick Go, the best rac- 
ing quarter horse ever bred and 
raised in the state. By earning 
a whopping $250,599 in 1966, 
he became the all-time money- 
winner for a two-year-old 

Sired by Litle Dick Priest at 
Raymon Tucker's Haw Creek 
Ranch in Bunnell, Go Dick Go 
is owned and trained by Joe 
Leitner of Brandon. 

The chestnut quarter horse 
first moved into the spotlight 
in 1966 by handily winning the 
Florida: Quarter Horse Asso- 
ciatión's (FQHA) Rebel Fut- 
urity at Jacksonvill's Pecan 
Park Raceway. He also won 
the FQHA's Florida-Bred Fut- 
urity 

With these impressive show- 
ings, Leitner entered his colt 
in the All-American Futurity 
at Ruidoso Downs, New Mexi- 
co, the richest horse race in 
the world, 

Going up against the wp 
racing quarter horses in the 
nation, Go Dick Go won by a 
head — going the 400 yards 
in the short time of 20.27 sec- 
onds. His first place earnings: 
a record $198,300. 

In addition to breaking se- 
veral records, the Florida colt 

was officially proclaimed 

Horse of the Year” at Ruid- 
oso Downs, along with being 
named the number one two- 
year-old quarter horse in the 
track's annual рой. 

At the end of the racing sea- 
son, Go Dick Go had run up 
an outstanding record of 15 
wins in 20 starts. 

The impact this colt will 
have on Florida's quarter horse 
breeding industry, of course, is 
a matter of conjecture. How- 
ever, 1 feel certain that the 
industry will expand and im- 
prove substantially. 


Florida's impressive show- 
ing has already prompted the 
American Quarter Horse Asso- 
ciation to send one of its top 
racing representatives, E. R. 
“Тот” Sheldon, into the state 
“to assist the industry in any 
way possible.” 

This action, plus other posi 
tive factors, has caused Flori- 
da breeders to take a second 
look at the nation’s race tracks. 

They have found that quar- 
ter horse racing is fast becom- 
ing a top sport, and is larger 
in scope than most people real- 
etre People rea 

At the present time, there aré 
about 7000 approved QH races 
in the nation. The public wag- 
ered a staggering $70 million 
at the QH pari-mutuel tracks 
last year, and purses totaled 
$6.5 million. 

1 think it is encouraging to 
note, too, that breeding quarter 
horses for racing can be clas- 
sified as an added incentive to 
the breeder. 

The animal has long been 
used for ranch work, rodeos, 
polo and pleasure riding, but 
the demand for the quarter 
horse in these areas has been 
increasing steadily for the past 
decade. (There were 5,610 re- 
gistered quarter horses in Flor- 
ida in 1965, compared to 3,- 
407 in 1963.)

Well, the party has ended for 
Rev. Powell. Не can return to 
his plush hideaway on the Bri- 
tish island of Bimini, to be 
sure, but he won't be returning 
to the chairmanship of the 
House Education and Labor 
Committee, The groundswell 
of public anger and disgust a- 
gainst the flamboyant Harlem 
‘congressman has reached such 
proportions that Rev. Powell 
is through as a political force 
оп Capitol Hill. 

Not surprisingly, Rev. Pow- 
ell is presenting himself as a 
martyr. He is no such thing, 
of course, The racial factor had 
nothing to do with his down- 
fall.

“You don't make something 
of people” he poínts out. “You 
give them the opportunity to 
make something of themsel- 
ves.” 

From personal experience, 
Tuchbreiter knows whereof he 
speaks. He started out 56 years 
ago as an office boy in Chicago 
and made his own way up the 
ladder to become chairman of 
the executive committee of the 
Continental National Ameri- 
can group of insurance com- 
panies, one of the largest insur- 
ance writing organizatio&s in 
the United States. 

While admitting that the 
days of office boys becoming 
top flight executives in business 
and industry are numbered, he 
contends that it is still possible 
if worthy employees are recog- 
nized and given an opportunity 
for advancement in the old 
American tradition. 

“Young men need to be 
pushed, not hard enough to be 
broken, but they need to be 
pushed,” he asserted. “They 
should be given responsibilities 
that will spur them on with the 
knowledge that their effort is 
appreciated. I like to make a 
man a vice president a little 
before he is really ready. Af- 
ter he realizes how much he 
doesn't know, we can polish 
him into а good executive.’ 

Industry today has to have 
men of education but it also 
needs men of ambition, cour- 
age and understanding. One of 
the country's current weak- 
nesses is that industry has out- 
grown its supply of top draw- 
er executive talent. 

An exacting taskmaster, 
Tuchbreiter believes in reward- 
ing those who deserve it. “No- 
body gets to the top of the lad- 
der without having somebody 
hold the ladder and encourag- 
ing him to climb.” 

There is a lot of promising 
executive talent being ignored 
today because we are placing 
too much emphasis on “I. Q.” 
and not enough on “I can” and 
“L will.” 

Expressing himself as pleas- 
ed to be associated with Teare_ 
Enterprises be said, “I have 
known Malcolm H. Teare for 
many years and feel my experi- 
ence will be of assistance in 
the organization's continued 
growth and progress.” 

In addition to his post with 
Teare Enterprises, a new um- 
brella corporation set up to 
cover all Teare operations in 
Florida, Tuchbreiter remains a 
member of the Continental 
board.

In these days 
of power blocs and arrogant 
political factions, a new breed 
of politician has grown up who 
scorn the laws respectable 
men and women live by, even 
as these politicians talk end- 
lessly of broadening the base 
of democracy. The laws of the 
land are for all the people, but 
many of the most “liberal” po- 
liticians apparently regard 
these laws as applicable only 
to the "little people.” 

It may be viewed by some 
persons as a minor matter, but 
Опе can't help recalling Presi- 
dent Johnson's wild driving in 
the vicinity of his ranch in 
Texas. Newsmen have report- 
ed that he frequently drives 
at speeds of up to almost 100 
miles an hour. This is against 
the law in Texas, but the law 
isn't enforced against Mr, John 
son. Yet one can be sure that 
many ordinary folk in Texas 
are arrested and fined because 
they exceed the speed limit by 
only a few miles an hour. 
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The principle here із im- 
portant: no privilege caste can 
be permitted in a free republic. 
Where privilege is allowed to 
flourish, there the spirit of 
caesarism creeps in. Rey Ro- 
well is a kind of caesaz o H 
Jem — a species of 1uciown:

This sawdust ca&er hie 
been pulled down, by proper 
action of the Congress. Other 
cacsars also should be pushed 
from their thrones when they 
show disrespect for law, which 
means disrespect for the Am- 
erican republic. 

Shenanigans on the part of 


public officials are outrageous 
and should lead to public re- 
taliation. A public office, to 
use the classic phrase, is a pub- 
lic trust. Certainly, Mr. Powell 
by his cayorting around the 
country ánd on playboy jun- 
kets overseas, revealed himself 
as unqualified for a public 
trust. Though he is elected by 
his district in Harlem, Rev. 
Powell has shared in the writ- 
ing of laws for the entire na- 
tion, Thus all Americans have 
reason for anger and disgust 
at his behavior and cause for 
gladness that he is no longer 
participating in the work of 
teh Congress, Ы 
But it is important to 1001 
beyond the petty shenanigans 
and to seek out all public of- 
ficials guilty of a major crime 
— the crime of arrogance to- 
ward the laws and people of 
the United States. No public 
official, after all, is really сар- 
able of performing a private 
service to anyone on the basis 
of his public office. The office 
a man holds belongs not to 
him but to the state or nation, 
as the case may be. All pub- 
lic officeholders should be ге: 
minded of this from time 1р
